The 1923 grape, season has been 
flnusual as well as unfavorable. 
Tx)w temperatures during the -sum-" 
mer months promoted the spread 
of mildew, which caused important 
damage 
and 
prevented 
normal 


ripening of grapes by retarding the 
development of the normal sugar 
content. Showers since the middle 
of September caused some loss to 
Juice grapes, 
especially in 
the 
coastal counties. As the weather 
conditions also had been unfavor- 
able for drying a considerable ton- 
nage of raisins on the trays were 
probably 
damaged 
in 
quality. 


Table grapes seem to have weatn- 


• ered the showers in better condi- 
tion than either the wine or raisin 
varieties. 
From the reports of a 
large number of- growers, after con- 
sidering the tonnage of raisin grape 
varieties that have been shipped 
ns fresh fruit, it is estimated that 
the total production of raisins will 


. bo about 2S5.000 tons. 
However, 


owinsr to less tsan the normal per 
cent "of sugar in the grape at pick- 
ing tinie the' shrinkage, in drying 
will bo greater than usual and ap- 
proximately 1.000,000 tons of fresh 
grapes will be required to make 
•>35 000 tons of raisins. This will 
leave approximately 595.000 tons ot 
crapes of all varieties to be mar- 
keted as fresh fruit, according to 
a re'-ort issued today by the Cali- 
fornia Crop Reporting Service. 
' \pples—According to informa- ; 
tion received the condition of the i 
apple crop increased one point dur- | 
ing September, now 'being 84 per 
cent of a normal compared with 
the ten-year average of 77. A fore- 
cast of production based upon tlie 
present condition indicates a crop 
o- 714S.OOO bushels or boxes. 
In 


1922 
there were 7,666,000 bushels 
produced (December estimate). 
Peaches—This report is on the 
total production of peaches com- 
pared with a normal production. 
Shipments out of the state are 
above those of last year, while the 
dried and canned tonnage is esti- 
mated aa being less. The prelim- 
inary forecast on the tonnage pro- 
duced Is 390,000 tons, compared 
With 420,000 tons in 1922. 
Petirs—Reports 
indicate 
iltUe 
change in the condition of the pear 
crop, compared -with a month ago, 
when the production was eatimatea 
to be 112.000 tons. The dried-and 
canned tonnage this season: will 
be somewhat under that of last 
season, but eastern shipments arc 
about 1000 cars above those ot 
1922, which would tend to show 
that the final production figure 
might be a little-above the present 
estimate.

Prunes—The total crop of prunes 
for this year is estimated to be 
62 per cent of a normal produc- 
tion, compared with SO per cent 
last year.

Keportlnfj Service made a spoinnl 
inquiry as of October 1 of the prob- 
able tonnage of raisins that would 
,o cured In l»-3. The season has 
been a most difficult one in which 
IQ forecast n crop of this lunfl. The 
spring: season was early nnd favor- 
able for a pood set of fernpos and, 
the first Inquiry jnndo as Of June 1 
indicated a better 
than 
normal 


crop of grapes of nil classes. Early 
iu-June reports of mildew became 
prevalent and tho prospective dam- 
age to tho raisin crop was of groat 
interest. Below normal tempera- 
tures prevailed in all tho raisin- 
growing districts, and with more 
than the average amount ol hu- 
midity the ravages of mildew were 
not retarded to any extent during 
the season. The effect of mildew 
nnd cooy temperatures retarded 
tho development .of sugar content,, 
and a greater percentage ol raisins 
than usual are lacking In sugai\ 
thus causing greater shrinkage i» 
curing and producing a larger ton- 
nage of sub-standard raisins. 


A special inquiry sent'out to over 


600 growers, supplemented by per- 
sonal Investigation. showed an in- 
crease in the production of raisins 
this year as compared with the last 
of about S per cent, making an es- 
timate of this year's crop about 
25W 000 tons against 237.000 tons in 
1922. 
Owing to the lower per- 


centage of sugar than usual, it is 
estimated, that the ' shrinkage in 
weight will be equivalent to about 
21 000 tons, leaving an estimated 
tonnage to be produced this year ot 
ubout 230,000 tons, of which lo 
per cent, 35,000 tons, will be Rub- 
standard in duality.

weathor conditions for drying -since 
tbe middle of 
September 
have 


caused more or less concern to the 
raisin grower and the crop is by no 
moans sufe at this writing, it is 
felt, however, that absence of rain- 
fall during the remainder of Octo- 
ber with the normal amount of 
sunshine will result in the saving 
of almost tlie entire estimated ton- 
nage.

The dictator is getting ready to ride in Ger- 


many. With the refusal of a majority in the 
Eeichstag:to pass the Government's authoriza- 
tion bill in full .President Ebert has given to 
.Chancellor Stresemann the authority to dis- 
solve that body. Ebert, the harness-maker, is 
swinging the whip. The Beichstag must obey 
or quit and Stresemaun is preparing a pro- 
gram predicted upon a one-man power backed 
by the military. 


The questions to be faced are those of pop- 


ular support to the new order and the ability 
of the new dictator. If Stresemann is the big 
man for the emergency Germany may move 
forward rapidly toward a solution of her diffi- 
culties once the handicap of squabbling parties 
is removed. In the same -way she may move 
into more treacherous waters. 


Times are parlous when a dictator is needed. 


Mussolini, despite his arrogance in the recent 
discussions with Greece, has performed won- 
ders for Italy, where financial rehabilitation 
has been more rapid because of his undisputed 
sway. 


There are-few who will envy Stresemann his 


new job, for the world remembers that there is 
a peculiarly persisitent fate -ready to overtake 
the dictator. He rides the high horse when 
he is needed and then is lucky if allowed to1 


dismount in peace.

Up in Loa Angeles the crusade against crime har 


begun to show significant results, and these results 
may be seen in such hard and Incontrovertible 
proof as the statistics. A reduction of .25 per cent 
in robberies and similar felonies la one result. Al- 
most any community, no matter how law-abiding 
would cheerfully submit to a 25 per cent reduction in 
its felonies, oven though the: jail-becomes partly 
tenantless and judges lapse into idleness. 


The various methods of procedure In holding down 


crime have been matters of nows for months past, 
but consideration for the community in a less,liberal 
and'loose granting of-probation has no doubt been 
.an Important factor in the discouragement of habit- 
ual criminals. 
We read that. Judges pf superior 


courts in Los Angeles county how deny 61 per cent 
of the applications for probation coming before 
them.

Revolution in 
Power Forecast 
By New Motor 


OMAHA, Neb., Oct. 13.—The de- 


velopment of a new electrical 


motor which if generally adopted 
by consumers and ..distributors of 
electric current, will save them 
more than $100,000,000 yearly, was 
announced here by A. H. Tim- 
merman of St. Louis, Mo., in an 
address before the annual meet 
ing of the Technical section of the 
National Electric Light Associa- 
tion. 


By the use of this new motor, 


which was developed in St. Louis, 
the use of much of the present ex- 
cess equipment in power plants 
and by consumers will be dis- 
posed of, it was asserted. 
' A. H. Kcohoe, prominent elec- 
trical engineer of New York, de- 
clared: 
"There seems to be no 


doubt that this new motor solves 
the problem of power utilization 
.•\vhich in recent years has been 
growing steadily more important 
and costly. Owing to certain tech-

cially1 practical for all purposes,
